therefore uo one was permitted to beg. 
I f any were fouud doing so It was 
clear proof of idleness, for the Inca pa 
blo were provided for. aud contempt 
and punishment were meted out on ail 
tramps, vagabonds aud Idlers.—•‘Tim 
Secret of the I'aciflc."
